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Owen district 
forced to cut 
nine certified 
positions

As school districts 
nationwide continue to 
struggle with budget 
issues, the Owen County 
School Board recently 
approved a staff¬ 
ing allocation 
that will leave 
the district short 
nine certified 
positions. 

The pool of cer¬ 
tified positions 
mainly consists 
of classroom 
teachers. 

The board met 
March 22 for 
further bud¬ 
get discussion and also 
approved for the Owen 
County primary and ele¬ 
mentary schools to share 
a media specialist and 
guidance counselor as 
part of the staffing allo¬ 
cation. 

Under state law, the 
maximum class sizes 
are 24 students for one 
teacher in grades one 
through three; 28 stu¬ 
dents to one teacher in 
grade four; one teacher 
for a maximum of 29 stu¬ 
dents in grades five and 
six; and one teacher per 
29 students in grades 
seven through 12. In 
grades seven through 12, 
there can be no more 
than 150 pupil instruc¬ 
tion hours per teacher. 

State law also mandates 
that each school have an 
instructional leader and 
access to a media spe¬ 


cialist within the school 
district. 

The staffing allocation 
approved by the board 
meets the state's mini¬ 
mum requirements. 
Owen County 

School District 
Superintendent 
David Raleigh 
said he met with 
district principals 
Monday to go over 
the staffing allo¬ 
cation. 

“They have to 
have the staffing 
allocation to their 
(SBDM) councils 
for review by May 
1,” Raleigh said. 
“The councils will 
determine what curricu¬ 
lum needs to be taught 
and make a decision on 
positions based off of 
that.” 

A total of 12 positions 
will be lost due to a 
shortfall in enrollment. 

Raleigh said even if the 
board had not approved 
the staffing allocation, 
three certified positions 
would have been lost due 
to the shortfall. 

“We have to be fiscal¬ 
ly responsible,” Raleigh 
said. “We could have 
looked at little $3,000 
or $4,000 things, but we 
had to look at what was 
going to make a differ¬ 
ence right away. This 
was a difficult decision 
and obviously we don't 
feel this is what's best 
for our students, but it's

The Owen County Volunteer Fire Department 
has a new addition to its team that chief Robb 
Chaney said will better help protect the people 
and property of Owen County. 

The department unveiled its new fire truck, a 
2011 International, March 22. 

Chaney said the truck committee met for four 
months, five nights a week, in order to choose 
the truck they felt was best for their depart¬ 
ment. 

The truck committee was made up of Chaney, 
Greg Estes, Jeff Wright, Marlin Webster, Jackie 
Webster, Darrel Hearn, David Lilly, Rick Morgan 
and Josh Willobuy. 

“We ask our members who would like to be on 
the committee,” Chaney said. “If no one comes 
forward then we ask for a couple of volunteers 
and let the executive board take over.” 

The executive board is made up of the chief, 



assistant chiefs, secretary, treasurer and records 
officer. 

All members of the truck committee are on the 
executive board except for one, Chaney said. 

The National Fire Protection Agency requires 
fire departments to purchase a new truck every 
20 years. 

“The idea to pursue a new truck came from 
former chief Larry Karsner,” Chaney said. “It 
was further discussed as a group and we decided 
we'd go ahead with it.” 

Counting Owenton trucks, Chaney said

It all started with a phone call. 

On Jan. 11, 2011, a phone call 
was received at the Owen County 
High School. The caller was 
searching for family members 
of Robert (Bobby) Osborne. The 
schools seemed like a logical place 
to start. 

The caller, Mike Harris, was 
looking for Bobby Osborne, the 
son of Porter and Christine 
Osborne. 

After a conversation, an email 
outlining Harris' request was sent 
to the staff, teachers and admin¬ 
istrators of the Owen County 
School District to see if anyone 
knew Bobby Osborne and that 
someone was seeking this infor¬ 
mation. 

Two staff members quickly con¬ 
tacted Kim Fitzgerald Duvall, 
Bobby Osborne's niece, and 
shared Harris’ request. 

Duvall contacted Harris, a for¬ 
mer resident of New Liberty, to 
let him know that Osborne's fam¬ 
ily was still in Owen County. 

Harris asked if he could meet 
with some of his old friend's fam¬ 
ily including his brothers and 
sisters Bonnie Fitzgerald, Beverly 
Stewart, Donna Scott, Larry 
Osborne, Gary Osborne, and 


Dennis Osborne. 

Harris shared his stories of his 
friendship with Bobby Osborne. 
They went to school together 
in Owen County. They played 
basketball for the Owen County 
Rebels. 

Another thing they had in com¬ 
mon is that they both served in 
Vietnam at the same time. 

Mike Harris made it home. 

Bobby Osborne did not. He was 
killed March 23, 1969. 

Emails and phone calls went 
back and forth between Osborne’s 


family and Harris as they tried to 
arrange a meeting. 

Harris said he felt that he 
needed to meet the family to put 
closure to Bobby’s death. 

Although Harris and Osborne 
served in different companies 
while in Vietnam. 

Harris learned of Osborne’s 
death too late for him to come 
home to attend the funeral. 

Thursday, exactly 43 years to 
the day of Bobby Osborne's death, 
Harris called Gary Osborne to say

tough times across the board.” 

Raleigh said principals understood 
the district’s struggles and were coop¬ 
erative with the board’s decisions. 
“They understand that it’s not the 


board’s fault, it’s not the superinten¬ 
dent’s fault,” Raleigh said. “They know 
this is just what had to be done. 
Nobody likes losing staff, but we take 
things together and work as a team.” 

A tentative budget must be approved 
and submitted to the Kentucky 
Department of Education by May 21 
with at least a 2 percent contingency.

the Owenton/Owen 
County Volunteer Fire 
Department currently 
has eight trucks, the 
oldest a 1970s model 
four-wheel drive. 

Chaney said every year 
the department applies 
for a grant to purchase 
a new truck, but is 
denied ever year. The 
department was able to 
purchase the approxi¬ 


mately $192,000 truck 
with fire dues and tax 
money. 

“With the citizens 
fire dues we were able 
to purchase a new 
truck,” Chaney said. 
“We wouldn’t have been 
able to do this without 
the citizens of Owen 
County. This was solely 
left in their hands. 
Without them we might 
have been four or five 
more years down the 
road before we could 
have got a new truck.” 


Additional equip¬ 
ment for the truck was 
purchased with FEMA 
money. 

“We have 42 members 
including our junior 
firefighters,” Chaney 
said. “They all have 
different backgrounds, 
but when we put them 
all together they form 
a team fighting for one 
goal - to save life and 
property. This new truck 
will help us out even 
more.”

Kentucky to share prescription 
drug data with other states

Kentucky will sign an agreement to 
share and receive prescription drug 
dispensing data with at least 20 other 
states, which will help the state moni¬ 
tor prescription drug abuse, Gov. Steve 
Beshear announced Tuesday. 

The Kentucky All Schedule 
Prescription Electronic Reporting 
program has joined the National 
Association of Boards of Pharmacy’s 
Prescription Monitoring Program 
Interconnect, which facilitates the 
transfer of information to authorized 


users in other states. Specifically, the 
PMP Interconnect links participating 
programs to provide a more effective 
means of combating drug diversion 
and drug abuse nationwide. 

The blight of prescription drug abuse 
is tearing our families and communi¬ 
ties apart, and we must use every tool 
available to attack this deadly scourge 
on our state,” Beshear said in a state¬ 
ment. “One of our key strategies is 
sharing information with surrounding 
states, so that we can not only cut off 
access to abusers, but also identify the 
problem prescribers.”

that he would be pass¬ 
ing through Owenton 
and would it be pos¬ 
sible to meet with him 
and any other family 
members that would be 
available. 

Harris knew it was 
short notice but hoped 
some family could meet 
with him. 

The family rallied 
together to once again 
share the memory of 
their lost brother. 

Gary Osborne immedi¬ 
ately called his brothers 
and sisters and they all 
could meet that very 
afternoon. 

Harris said he didn’t 
know why, but Bobby 
Osborne was very heavy 
on his mind that par¬ 
ticular day. 

Once he met with the 
family, he discovered 
that 43 years ago that 
day was the day Bobby 
was killed. 

Harris and the mem¬ 
bers of his friend’s 
family decided they 
would meet at the 
Owenton Cemetery, to 
share stories and pay 
their respects at Bobby 
Osborne’s grave. 

After a brief meeting 
at the cemetery, Harris 


and the family went 
to Family Billiards to 
share more stories and 
memories. 

Harris offered the fam¬ 
ily a glimpse into anoth¬ 
er side of their brother 
through the memories 
and stories of friendship. 

The family said Harris 
was able to share stories 
about Bobby Osborne 


he had kept treasured 
in his heart for all these 
years and was willing to 
let the family enjoy. 

After Harris left, the 
family said the meet¬ 
ing helped him heal as 
much as it helped them.

General stores brought communities together 


Every possible nook and 
cranny was enlisted to dis¬ 
play the unique, the unusual, 
or the most current sought 
after item. 

Shelves were packed with 
canned goods, oil lamps, 
material by the yard, and the 
latest remedies for coughs 
and colds. Staples such as 
flour, sugar, coffee, and meal 
were in plentiful supply and 
the candy case offered a 
wide variety of sweets to the 
delight of local youngsters. 

Over the years, the traffic 
of a multitude of feet wore a 
smooth path into the rough 
wooden floor boards and sag¬ 
ging benches on the front 
porches were hosts for 
friendly fellowship and intent 
whittlin’. 

Owen County general stores 
not only provided necessary 
supplies but, second to the 
churches, were a vital com¬ 
munity gathering place to 
exchange county news. 

Almost every community in 
Owen County boasted of at 
least one general store, and 
if the population warranted 
it, several stores would locate 
in the same community. 

Each store would compete to 
offer the best product at the 
lowest price. 


The “Kentucky State 
Gazetteer and Business 
Directory,” published in 1876- 
1877 listed many of these 
local general stores. 

In New Columbus they were 
the J.W. Ireland General 
Store, the P.M. Riley General 
Store, one owned by F.G. 

True, and another by J.B. 
Price. 

Poplar Grove listed one gen¬ 
eral store with B.F. Slaughter 
as proprietor. 

The population of Owenton 
in the years 1876-’77 was 700 
and the general stores were 
listed as owned by James 
PCox, F. & A. Cox and Co., 
Rueben B. Craig, Solomon 
Klein, Abraham Levy, W. 
Bower Roberts, Stamper and 
Son, and George F. Waldrop. 

I have yet to find anyone 
who remembers the loca¬ 
tion of an Owen County 
community called Lone Oak. 
It was listed in this direc¬ 
tory with the following note: 
“A discontinued post office in 
Owen County, 7 miles from 
Owenton, and 5 miles from 
Sparta, at which place it 
receives its mail.” 

One lone business of the 
E.F. Kayle General Store is 
included in this listing at 
Lone Oak. 



New Liberty, Gratz, 

Bromley, Monterey, Bethany, 
East Eagle Hill, Harmony, 
Harrisburg (now Long Ridge), 
Jonesville, Lusby’s Mill, and 
so many other communities 
were home to thriving gener¬ 
al stores, many of which also 
provided huckster services. 

Somehow front porches 
invite both young and old to 
share in stories of the best 
tobacco, the fastest horse, 
the biggest fish, or the worst 
winter. 

Invariably conversation on 
the front porches of general 
stores would swing from poli¬ 
tics to the weather, then on 
to “when I was young” stories. 

In the summer, children 
would accompany grandpa 
and sit on the front steps of 
the general store as they lis¬ 
tened in wide-eyed wonder to 
stories of Indians and Owen 
County pioneers. 

Owen countian Sam Riley, 


remembers as a young 
boy sitting on the porch steps 
of the local country store in 
Wheatley and listening to 
stories told by the men of the 
community. 

Some of these stories cen¬ 
tered around white Indians, a 
few with blue eyes, who it 
was said roamed the hills of 
Owen County long ago. 

Over the years, communi¬ 
ties dwindled and these gen¬ 
eral stores closed. But the 
memories of the thick sliced 
bologna, the sticks of “Kiss 
Me” gum, and the character 
of the people who frequented 
the environs of the Owen 
County general stores serve 
as an unforgettable reminder 
of a rich American tradition. 

It is always a time of sad¬ 
ness when a member of the 
Owen County Historical 
Society passes, but it is 
especially tragic when that 
member is a young and vital 
person who gave so much to 
her family, her community, 
and her county. 

Lori Powers will forever 
be remembered, not just for 
her trademark sweet, gentle 
smile, but for her dedication 
to the preservation of his¬ 
tory and genealogy. We will 
miss her vitality. Most of all, 


though, we will miss her pres¬ 
ence, not only because she 
infused energy and life 
into the historical society, 
but because she served as 
a stunning example of the 
fortitude and determination 
that defines an outstanding 
person. 

Lori Powers has left a rich 
legacy to those of us who 
knew and loved her. 

May 26, 2012 is the day set 
aside for the dedication of the 
state highway marker com¬ 
memorating both the Karsner 
Air Field and Harry Clark 
Karsner, who brought avia¬ 
tion to the county. It is fitting 
that this celebration be held 
on Memorial Day weekend. 
Many of you have been 
enriched by Clark’s message 
of “Christ Is The Answer” 
affixed on the side of the 
Karsner hangar. If you have 
an opportunity please join us 
in the dedication. 

We would like to extend an 
invitation to everyone who is 
interested in preserving his¬ 
tory to join the Owen County 
Historical Society. The cost is 
$25 a year and entitles you 
to a year of fellowship and 
fun with your historic minded 
Owen County neighbors.

Rebecca Boone’ pays a visit

Our guest speaker 
Bonnie Strassell of 
Poplar Grove, a sto¬ 
ryteller who has por¬ 
trayed many women 
in history, brought to 
life Rebecca Boone, an 
American pioneer and 
wife of Daniel Boone, 
the famous frontiers¬ 
man who led many 
hunters and settlers 
into Kentucky 

Strassell, as Rebecca 
Boone, entertained 
the DAR members 
and guests with her 
story of her life mov¬ 
ing from her home in 
North Carolina to the 
unsettled Kentucky ter¬ 
ritory, full of wild game 
and the Indians who 
hunted there. She was 
often on her own when 
Daniel would leave 
to explore new terri¬ 
tory, go on long hunting 
expeditions or salt¬ 


making trips. Daniel 
was held captive by 
Indians for about two 
years and was thought 
dead before he escaped. 
Rebecca gave birth to 
10 children and raised 
her orphaned nephews 
and cousins. Her son, 
Israel, was killed by 
Indians at the Battle of 
Blue Licks. They moved 
many times while in 
Kentucky and after los¬ 
ing title to their lands 
in Kentucky, moved to 
Spanish territory, now 
Missouri, to be near 
their son, Nathan until 
they died. Her and her 
husband’s remains were 
moved from Missouri to 
the Frankfort cemetery 
in 1845. The life of a 
pioneer, especially a pio¬ 
neer woman, was hard, 
fraught with danger 
and uncertainty.

Asparagus is 
an investment 


I am only now recov¬ 
ering; it has been four 
days since Andy and I 
planted out 100 aspara¬ 
gus crowns. Planting 
asparagus is an invest¬ 
ment on all accounts, 
time, labor, money, 
patience and then the 
big payoff, which is fresh 
asparagus for 2 months 
each spring right from 
your own garden. 

This is the second time 
I have a participated 
in an asparagus plant¬ 
ing extravaganza (I told 
Andy when we were 
finished two times in a 
life time is enough for 
me). I planted asparagus 
with my father nearly 
30 years ago and we are 
still enjoying the boun¬ 
ty from that original 
planting so, you see, the 
investment is worth it 
all around. 

Perhaps you are not 
interested in the vol¬ 
ume of work and yield 
that 100 crowns offers 
so maybe 25 planted 
in a permanent spot in 
the garden will suffice. 
Asparagus is a peren¬ 
nial so be certain about 
where you plant and be 
serious about preparing 
the planting bed. This 
is the hardest part but 
once it is done, it is done! 
Asparagus will continue 
to produce for 30 years 
or more if it is properly 
maintained, our original 
planting is proof of that. 

Prepare a 10-inch deep 
trench that is about 2 
feet wide; add lots of 
organic matter-like com¬ 
posted manure if your 
soil is clayey. We use a 
stagger pattern to plant 
the crowns, imagine the 
paw prints of a cat and 
plant accordingly, spac¬ 
ing the center of the 
crowns about 12 inches 
apart. To get asparagus 
started it is not a bad 
idea to add a little phos¬ 
phorus into the mix so 
I sprinkle a little bone 
meal into the trench 
before spreading out 
the roots of each crown 
and planting. Cover 
the crowns with about 2 
inches of soil, reserving 
the remaining soil for 
later. 

The unique thing about 
planting asparagus is 
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that we add soil gradu¬ 
ally over several weeks. 
Cover the crowns little 
by little as they merge 
from dormancy and poke 
above the soil surface; 
that’s our prompt to add 
some more soil until we 
are back even with the 
soil surface. Keep the 
plants evenly moist dur¬ 
ing this time. 

When you purchase 
your asparagus crowns 
it will be noted how old 
they are (you can tell, 
too, by how robust they 
are) if you purchased 2-3 
year old crowns you can 
start harvesting a little 
by next year but it really 
is best to leave them be 
during the first year so 
they can go straight to 
fern. At the fern stage 
the plant can maximize 
photosynthesis and pack 
in the energy to develop 
a strong root system and 
therefore higher yields 
next year. Harvest a 
little next year and then 
you should be ready to 
really enjoy by the third 
year after planting 

Long term maintenance 
includes weeding (which, 
as a perennial crop, does 
become a problem after 
years in the same place, 
try using corn gluten as a 
preemergent); also don’t 
cut asparagus tops (the 
ferny growth) back until 
it has naturally died 
back; the plants need to 
store energy through¬ 
out the summer and fall 
through their foliage for 
a good crop the follow¬ 
ing spring. In fact, we 
have been burning our 
dried fern debris in late 
winter; this also accom¬ 
plishes some pest con¬ 
trol by burning any eggs 
of the asparagus beetle 
that might remain form 
the previous season. 

You can fertilize dur¬ 
ing active fern growth 
after the harvest season 
with composted manure 
or a balanced granular.

New state survey finds Fishing in 
Neighborhoods program popular 


A recent survey con¬ 
ducted at eight Fishing 
in Neighborhoods (FINs) 
lakes across Kentucky 
found the program both 
popular and helpful in 
recruiting new anglers. 

“Feedback has been 
positive,” said Fisheries 
Biologist Dane Balsman, 
who manages the pro¬ 
gram for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 
“About 85 percent of the 
anglers surveyed rated 
their overall fishing trip 
satisfaction as good or 
excellent.” 

The FINs program, 
which started in 
2006 with five pilot 
lakes, now includes 35 
lakes in 22 counties, 
with the addition of 
Madisonville City Park 
Lake this spring. The 
14-acre impoundment 
in Hopkins County 
brings the total acreage 
enrolled in the program 
to 194.5. 

Other encouraging 
findings from the survey 
were that 10 percent of 
anglers had never previ¬ 
ously bought a fishing 
license and 25 percent 
had not bought a fish¬ 
ing license the previous 
year. “Through the pro¬ 
gram, we are retaining 
previous license buy¬ 
ers and recruiting new 
ones,” said Balsman. 
“That's one of our goals.” 

Fishing license sales, 
excise taxes on fishing 
equipment and a 25 per¬ 
cent in-kind match from 
local governments fund 
the FINs program and 
annual stockings of fish. 

Creating good fishing 
opportunities close to 
cities is a main goal of 
the program. Balsman 


said about 2.2 million 
people, or about half of 
Kentucky's population, 
live in the 22 counties 
where the FINs lakes 
are located. 

This year the plan is to 
stock more than 230,000 
fish — 132,500 nine- to 
12-inch rainbow trout 
and 98,650 12- to 16- 
inch catfish. These fish 
are large enough to be 
harvested at the time 
they are stocked. 

The special creel and 
size limits in effect on 
the FINs lakes spread 
out fish harvest, provid¬ 
ing fishing opportunities 
for the maximum num¬ 
ber of anglers. 

The standardized regu¬ 
lations of all 35 FINs 
lakes include a daily 
limit of five rainbow 
trout with no minimum 
size limit and a daily 
limit of four channel 
and blue catfish with 
no minimum size limit. 
There is a one-fish daily 
limit on largemouth 
bass with a 15-inch 
minimum size limit and 
a 15-fish daily limit on 
bluegill and other sun- 
fish with no minimum 
size limit. 

Next spring, anglers 
will have a new fish 
to add to their string¬ 
ers. “From our survey 
we found that a lot of 
anglers like to catch 
sunfish, so we're add¬ 
ing hybrid bluegill to 
the stocking plan,” 
said Balsman. “It's a 
sterile, fast-growing 
cross between a bluegill 
and a green sunfish. 
Production has already 
started at the Pfeiffer 
Hatchery.” 

The hybrid bluegills 
will be stocked begin¬ 


ning next spring on 
a lake-by-lake basis 
with some fish held 
in reserve for special 
events. 

Despite all the suc¬ 
cesses, the future poses 
some challenges for the 
FINs program. “We're 
close to the saturation 
point on the number of 
lakes we can have in the 
program,” said Balsman. 
“This is because we’re 
near capacity for the 
number of fish we can 
produce at our hatcher¬ 
ies.”
